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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The amendment to the claims raises new issues changing the scope of the independent claims that requires 
further consideration and search. While previously presented claim 23 recites protein as a beneficial agent, the nucleotide, hormone, 
virus, antibody, or analogs or derivatives or pharnaceutically acceptable salts change the scope of the generic claims. And while claim 23 
was previously rejected as being rendered obvious by Daher in view of Bogdansky, the 35 USC 103(a) rejection would be relevant to the 
amended claims since the beneficial agent is one of protein, nucleotide, hormone, virus, antibody, analogs, derivatives and 
pharnaceutically acceptable salts and the combination of Daher and Bogdansky discloses the invention. Applicants' argument with 
respect to Daher is persuasive, however, amendment to the claims requires further search and consideration; also if the generic claim is 
read as having protein as beneficial agent, Daher in view of Bogdansky discloses the formulation containing protein. Applicants' 
argument with respect to Daher in view of Jernberg or GB 1 ,049,104 or Bergy or Bogdansky is not persuasive since Bogdansky is relied 
on for a teaching of protein or antibiotic as beneficial agent and upon reconsideration, the amendment while requiring further search and 
consideration, does not place the claims in condition for allowance.
